Appoint Fire Chief Now 


It’s about time to appoint a fire chief. 

A good many weeks have gone by since the unexpected 
and lamented death of C. Edward Buchan, who served the 
town well during his tenure as chief. But now it is time 
for action by the selectmen in choosing a worthy succes- 


Sor. 


We believe that the fire department can not operate at 
peak efficiency with four bosses. 

Selectman Sidney P. White is a boss — he signs pay- 
rolls, takes care of small purchases and other administra- 
tive details. This, under the decision by the selectmen 
that their board should exercise general supervision over 
the department. 

Albert Cole Jr. is a boss. As a deputy chief, he now is 
one-third of the triumvirate that assumes responsibility 
for actual fire fighting and training, each for his own pla- 
toon. It’s safe to say that he would like to be appointed 
chief, 

Henry Hilton is a boss. As another deputy, he has 
charge of one platoon at the fire station. If a fire breaks 
out while he is on duty, it’s his responsibility, not that 
of the other two deputies although they may be at the fire. 
He, too, is believed interested in the appointment. 

J. Woodrow Crowley is a boss. He’s an acting-deputy 
in charge of a platoon. He, too, has complete responsi- 
bility for the operation of his platoon. Whether he is act- 
ively interested in receiving the appointment is not 

known. 
Thus we see the fire department run by four men. Each 
y has sole responsibility over some portion of the depart- 


ment. None can say ‘‘I am the boss’’. Nowhere can the 
citizens of the community turn when they want to ‘‘go to 
the top’’. One deputy might have a completely different 
answer from the next. Mr. White might have still another 


answer. 


It is certainly a tribute to the four men that they have 
so far managed to operate the department without any 
public indications of disunity. But we suspect that none 
of the deputies cares for the situation, in which he is the 
responsible fire official but lacks the complete authority 
to assume over-all command. 

Rumors have it — and we select the most prominent ru- 
mor which is commonly accepted as being correct — that 
the selectmen will not name a chief because there is not 
unanimous agreement on the man. 

We understand that one selectman has made up his mind 


while another objects to the suggestion, without offering 
an alternate. The third selectman, we hear, will vote for 
whichever man the other two can agree upon. 

Seems to us that it is time for the three men, elected 
to serve their townspeople as selectmen, ‘to get down to 
cases. The individual member who wants a unanimous 
vote should, instead, cast his ballot for the person he 
chooses and let the chips fall where they may. 

After all, we live in a country where majority vote de- 
cides. There is no need for unanimity just for the sake of 
not making a difficult decision. Rather, we believe the 


selectmen should carry their convictions to a logical con- 


clusion and cast their votes. 


It’s high time we had a fire chief.
